WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—‘‘The Presi- 
dent is riding for a fall in the matter 
of his Panama Canal policy,” said a 
Republican Senator today, ‘and the 
disposition of the Senate is to stand 
aside and let him get the hardest bump 
of his life when the time comes.” 

The President, by cracking the ad- 
ministration whip and exerting his per- 
sonal influence, got legislation instruct- 
ing him to construct a lock canal. The 
real sentiment of the Senate was in fa- | 
vor of the sea-level type, but when 
the matter was forced to a vote the 
lock canal was declared for by a vote of 
36 to 31. This narrow margin of five 
votes was obtained only after the most 
persistent log-rolling by the President 
and Secretary Taft. 

This vote was taken June 21, and ever 
Since that time the Senators have been 
losing interest in the canal project. 
They belleve that tha construction of a 
lock canal will require enormous sums 
of money and unexpected years to com- 
plete. If ever made serviceable, which 
many Senators refuse to admit, they 
Predict that Jt will soon become use- 
less. The only solution of the problem, 
in their Wiew, fs eventually to build a 
Sea-level waterway.

It is, that if the Government reduces inheritances 
by a heavy death duty, the portions of heiresses will 
not be large enough to tempt foreigners to come 
here and look them over, In fact, they will become 
ineligible for European titles.

The audience recognized the _ timeliness of the 
scene with instant appreciation, and even the applause itself had a certain 
Yuleti@e sound that was delightful to hear. 

It's true that, just a few moments before, little Claudia had asked Pey- 
ton the embarrassing question: “‘Why is it, daddy, that Santa Claus gives 
s0 many pretty things to rich children and passes poor children by ?”’—but 
the big-hearted young sculptor had answered the puzzling query about 4s 
well as could any of us, and thereafter the scene of Claudia’s Christmas 
Eve went merrily on until Peyton himself received his returned letters 
and presents from “Princess Alice,’’ as his own Christmas present. Even 
then, somehow, we didn’t feel that his heart was breaking, because Claudia 
had already grown from a 5b-year-old girl in the first act to an 8year- 
old in the second, and the program told us we shoul see her as an 18- 
year-old young woman in the third, and—way, of course, we knew that 
then Peyton would fall in love with her and all would end as merry as @& 
wedding bell—or even as a Christmas chime. It’s a pretty little story, this 
of “The Prince Chap,”” who became the guardian of an orphan girl, and 
it has an inevitable ending. which doesn’t at all lessen the interest of the 
story before it is reached. We know just what's going to happen, precise- 
ly as we do in reading one of Dickens’ Christmas stories, and we want it 
to happen just as we feel that it will. 

If anything, Cyril Scott is even better now as William Peyton, “the Prince 
Chap,” than when we first saw the play last season, and little Florence Pull- 
man is the same snuggling and heart-warming Claudia in the first act, and 
Edith Speare makes a similarly lovable Claudia in the second, three years 
later. Then, in the third, we have as Claudia the sweetly pretty Justina 
Wayne, -who was the ingenue of the West End Heights company last summer, 
and I/iss Wayne is very acceptable indeed in her present part. Also there’s 
the excellent character-comedian, Charles B. Wells, as Runion, Peyton’s man- 
servant, and Wallace Erskine as the derisely likable Earl of Huntington, and 
Mary Keogh as the amusing “‘slavey,’’ Phebe, and three fine young artists 
portrayed by Donald Weldon, Duane Wagar and George Schaefer.

HE railroads of the country are 
T spending one hundred million dol- 
lars to make the streets of Chi- 
cago safe, says Rutledge Rutherford in 
Technical World Magazine. On an aver- 
age. five hundred people a year are run 
over by passing trains, or are injured 
in collisions with steam locomotives 
while using Chicago's streets. Ten years 
ago Chicago decided that the elevation 
of all steam railway tracks was the 
only means of proteciing her citizens 
from the deadly grade-crossings. And 
the railroads are footing the bill, Last 
year over 00,000 men were employed in 
the work of elevating the tracks, and it 
cost the railroads about $5,800,000, 
Chicago is not the only city which is 
having her steam railway tracks ele- 
But Chicago is the only city 
which is making the railroads pay for 
the job. Chicago has already accom- 
plished the elevation of 800 miles of 
steam railway tracks within her bor- 
ders and has made the railroads pay 
every cent of the $50,000,000 which it has 
cost. 
The work is only half completed; but 
the railroads which at first opposed 
track elevation are now convinced of 
{ts advantages, and they are beginning 
to regard it as well worth the millions 
of dollars it is costing. Some roads are 
far-sighted enough to go greatly 
yond the city’s requirements, and are 
building most’ efficient roadbeds to add 
to their terminal and switching faci}- 
ities.
